2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35

3. Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Regarding claim 7, the amended phrase " different standards 
of frequencies at recording" is vague. First, the "standards" 
of frequencies at recording is unknown. When the recording

Standards (formats) are not claimed, it is not clear what is the 
■'Mifferent standards of frequencies". In this case, the claim 
recites at least one recording standard but does not claim such 
standards. In other words, the claimed apparatus can not 
includes all the recording standards and convert the standards 
to each others. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-6 are allowable over prior art. 

5. Claim 7 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to 
overcome the rejection (s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, 
set forth in this Office action. 

6. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for the 
indication of allowable subject matter based on Amendment filed 

on September 28, 200 9: 

As in claim 1, the prior art of record fails to teach or 
fairly suggest a recording clock generation apparatus having the 
following features: 

(a) a frequency conversion circuit for converting an 
inputted 32T-cycle binarized wobble signal based on a DVD+RW/+R 
standard into a 186T-cycle binarized wobble signal based on a 
DVD- R/RW standard; 
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(b) a selector for selecting, as a selected 186T-cycle 
binarized wobble signal, either the converted 186T-cycle 
binarized wobble signal that is outputted from the frequency 

conversion circuit or an inputted 186T-cycle binarized wobble 
signal, and outputting the selected 186T-cycle binarized wobble 
signal; and 

(c) a PLL circuit for 186-multiplying the frequency of the 
selected 186T-cycle binarized wobble signal of outputted from 
the selector. 

As in claim 2, the prior art of record fails to teach or 
fairly suggest a recording clock generation apparatus having the 
following features: 

(a) a frequency conversion circuit for converting an 
inputted 186T-cycle binarized wobble signal based on a DVD-R/RW 
standard into a 32T-cycle binarized wobble signal based on a 
DVD+RW/+R standard; 

(b) a selector for selecting, as a selected 32T-cycle 
binarized wobble signal, either the converted 32T-cycle 
binarized wobble signal that is outputted from the frequency 
conversion circuit or an inputted 32T-cycle binarized wobble 
signal, and outputting the selected 32T-cycle binarized wobble 
signal; and 

(c) a PLL circuit for 32-multiplying the frequency of the 
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selected 32T-cycle binarized wobble signal outputted from the 
selector. 

The features indicated above, in combination with the other 
elements of the claims, are not anticipated by, nor made obvious 
over, the prior art of record.
